Clinton ‘digs’ 
new terminal

A despondent 37-year-old 
father shot and killed himself 
early Saturday morning, while 
Downriver Mutual Aid SWAT 
team members stood outside a 
home in Rudgate Mobile 
Home Park. 

Detective Lt. David Early, 
head of the Investigative Ser¬ 
vices Bureau of Romulus Po¬ 
lice Department, revealed 
local police were first alerted 
to the suicide threat at 3:15 
a.m. Saturday. 

A woman, who lived in the 
home, reportedly fled the 
building with her child a short 
time before. She told police 
her live-in boyfriend, Joey 
Cupp, had moved out two 
weeks before and returned 
that day. 

Police responded to the mo¬ 
bile home with the woman 
since Mr. Cupp was also 
wanted on a series of warrants, 
including a domestic abuse 
complaint. 

Looking through the win¬ 
dow of the home, police could 
see Mr. Cupp was armed with a 
22 calibre rifle. 

Early said the gunman 
stated he did not want to harm 


anyone, but that he intended 
to take his own life. 

Police attempted to reach 
Mr. Cupp via the phone, Early 
said, but he took the phone off 
the hook and wouldn’t commu¬ 
nicate with them. 

Romulus police took up po¬ 
sitions in a safe area and then 
called in reinforcements from 
the Downriver Mutual Aid 
SWAT team. They arrived 
about 6 a.m. 

During this period of time 
police could hear Mr. Cupp 
breathing and moving about 
the home. 

At 9:43 a.m. members of the 
SWAT team entered the home, 
Early said, and found the sus¬ 
pect lying on the kitchen floor 
with a self-inflicted bullet 
wound in the head. 

Mr. Cupp was pronounced 
dead later at Annapolis Hospi¬ 
tal in Wayne.

A smiling and confident 
President Clinton tested his 
political coattails Monday af¬ 
ternoon as he praised incum¬ 
bent Michigan members of 
Congress for “lobbying” him 
on the need for a new midfield 
terminal at Detroit Metro Air¬ 
port. 

Clinton was welcomed to a 
huge white Metro Airport tent 
filled with approximately 1,000 
supporters and the chants of 
“Four more years” as Wayne 
County Executive Ed 
McNamara cited the President 
for driving the “golden spike” 
that guaranteed Metro Airport 
a “world class terminal for the 
21st century.” 

Clinton and his Transporta¬ 
tion Secretary Federico Pena 
were both praised by 
McNamara and Alfred Chec- 
chi, co-chairman of Northwest 
Airlines, for providing a criti¬ 
cal $150 million pledge of fed¬ 
eral funding last May 20 that 
all but guaranteed a financial 
agreement between Wayne 
County and Northwest offi¬ 
cials. 

That agreement was 
reached about a month ago. 
McNamara had warned that 
any agreement reached after 
the 1996 election could possi¬ 
ble release Clinton from his 
pledge. That percieved threat 
helped solidify the timely $1.6 
billion airport expansion pact 
acceptance by both sides. 

Actual construction work on 
the terminal is expected to be¬ 
gin next spring and be com¬ 
pleted by the year 2000. It is 
also expected that the new 
quieter airplanes will be ush¬ 
ered into use at Metro Airport 
just about the time the new ter¬ 
minal is completed. 

Despite the lack of any ma¬ 
jor state or national Republi¬ 
cans in attendance, McNamara 
made the claim “this is not a 
partisan outing.” The comment 
drew a number of laughs from 
the audience. 

Among the “non-partisan” 
speakers in addition to 
McNamara were Detroit

Mayor Dennis Archer, Con¬ 
gressman John Dingell and 
Sen. Carl Levin, all Democrats. 

Clinton then offered a brief 
address that included state¬ 
ments that “today is a great 
day for Wayne County and a 
great day for Michigan.” He ad¬ 
ded that the erection of a mas¬ 
sive new international airport 
terminal would “create many 
good paying jobs and would 
improve the quality of life for 
almost every person in this en¬ 
tire region.” 

The turnout included many 
minority voters from the Metro 
area, as Democrats have stated 
past Republican statewide 
wins occurred because many 
black citizens from Detroit 
stayed home on election day. 
They vow that will not happen 
two weeks from now'. 

Archer solidified that con¬ 
cept by introducing Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley (the 
host mayor! and told the crowd 
“he won by only 13 votes, so 
don’t tell me your vote doesn’t 
count.” 

Archer also joked with 
McNamara by praising his 
salesmanship skills with the 
federal government, but 
pleaded with him “however 
kindly keep your hands out of 
my back pockets.” 

Oakley was among the hon¬ 
ored guests who turned over 
the ceremonial soil placed in¬ 
side the tent for the ground¬ 
breaking ceremony. 

McNamara stated prior to 
introducing Clinton “it use to 
be you had to have a river in 
your town to succeed in com¬ 
merce. Then it was a railroad 
and now it is an airport

Despondent father 
kills self in house

Replacement meeting called for tonight

The newly created 
Romulus-Baron’s School in 
Detroit was shut down an hour 
early last Thursday and all day 
Friday by tire city’s Fire Mar¬ 
shall, Baron’s Schools Inc. co¬ 
owner Peter Bakema admitted 
Monday. 

Bakema is awaiting a final 
permit for the school of choice 
to operate im Detroit, but has 
not received®; yet. 

A late report on Tuesday 
said that the school had re¬ 
ceived an official letter of com¬ 
pliance from the fire marshall 
and that Bakema had sent a 
hand delivered letter (as re¬ 
quested) to the city official for 
a permanent permit to operate 
the school for the rest of the 
school year. 

Bakema said the school was 
opened a half day on Monday 
morning. 

Some in the Romulus- 


Baron’s School unit feel that 
the latest effort believed to be 
coming from the Detroit 
School District is an attempt at 
harassment, since school au¬ 
thorities themselves have 
branded the effort by the 
Romulus-Baron’s School as a 
form of school piracy. 

About 1,200 former Detroit 
dropouts have enrolled and 
begun classes (both academic 
and vocational) in Detroit. 

The students need to com¬ 
plete 999 hours during 180 
days to obtain credit for their 
studies. 

In another element of the is¬ 
sue, Inkster Superintendent of 
Schools James M. Rutter took 
exception to a statement in 
last week’s issue of the Michi¬ 
gan Community Newspapers 
that Bakema’s hiring of former 
Inkster assistant superinten¬ 
dent of schools Quentin L. 
Mingo sent “another shock 
wave through the Inkster 
School District.” 


Rutter said “it created no 
shock and thus there was no 
wave, not even a ripple. Mingo 
hasn’t been here for the past 
six weeks, thus his employ¬ 
ment move had little impact 
here.” 

Mingo had been on medical 
leave from the Inkster School 
District, since his demotion to 
Inkster High School assistant 
principal. Former Inkster Su¬ 
perintendent Dr. Terrel 
LeCesne also was demoted to 
Inkster High principal. 

Both LeCesne and Mingo 
have filed lawsuits against the 
Inkster School Board in con¬ 
nection with their demotions. 

Rutter said he was calling a 
special school board meeting 
for tonight to appoint a suc¬ 
cessor to Mingo. 

Rutter, who said he has 
known Mingo for over a de¬ 
cade, stated he “saluted 
Mingo” on obtaining his new 
educational position.

Pitoniak facing 
two opponents

Will incumbent 22nd Dis¬ 
trict State Rep. Gregory 
Pitoniak finish out his career 
in the Michigan House of Rep¬ 
resentatives by being elected 
to his final term this Nov. 5? 

Or will one of his two chal¬ 
lengers, Republican candidate 
Matthew Ruffner or Indepen¬ 
dent Susan L. Cislo, pull an up¬ 
set. All three candidates are 
residents of Taylor, but the leg¬ 
islative district coverage ex¬ 
tends into Romulus. 

Pitoniak, 42, who has been a 
member of the state legisla¬ 
ture since 1988, states that he 
feels that state funding for 
schools may not be adequate 
for today’s needs. 

Many school districts, un¬ 
like Romulus, have limited 
technology and their students 
are housed in dilapidated 
school buildings. Pitoniak thus 
plans to ask Gov. John Engler 
and the state legislature to 
provide better means for 
school funding, because he 
feels if other school districts 
collapse because of a lack of 
suitable funding, it could hurt 
the educational system state¬ 
wide. 

Pitoniak also is concerned 
that the state’s penal budget is 
rising substantially, while up¬ 
grades in the funding for the 
educational system are ex¬ 
tremely limited statewide. 

Even more striking, accord¬ 
ing to Pitoniak, is the state’s 
lack of planning and commit¬ 
ment to the Michigan’s infra¬ 
structure, particularly its 
roads and bridges. 

“I believe it is imperative 
that Engler immediately pre¬ 
sent an infrastructure invest¬ 
ment plan to the legislature 
that is fiscally sound and as¬ 
sures our economic future,” he 
said. 

Pitoniak also goes on record 
as stating “we have inade¬ 
quately funded the mainte¬ 
nance and repair of our roads 
for too many years.” 

He charges that Engler has 
seized federal transportation 
funds historically reserved for 
local governments and used 
them for state roads. “I will 
continue to oppose such ac¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Three main priorities 
Pitoniak said he will pursue 
during the 1997-98 term will 
be: seeking more state funds 
for public education, further 
tax relief for Michigan fami¬ 
lies and businesses and eon- 
tinued opposition to 
commercial hazardous waste 
disposal wells in Michigan. 

When asked what the buzz¬ 
word “family values” means to 
him, Pitoniak said, “they in¬ 
clude honesty, commitment, 
integrity, dedication, kindness, 
charity and responsibility.” 

Meanwhile Cislo, a 32-year- 
old mother of three sons, states 
she feels funding for primary 
and secondary schools should 
come from a combination of a 
state guaranteed minimum 
with individual districts mak¬ 
ing up the balance of what its 
residents want to spend on 
schools. 

“Control should thus be re¬ 
turned to the local school 
boards,” Cislo said. 

Questioned on ways the 
state legislature can ensure 
continued prosperity in Michi¬ 
gan, Cislo said, “state officials 
can quit interfering with the 
free enterprise system. Gov¬ 
ernment cannot create jobs, it 
only shifts resources from one

sector to another or one com¬ 
pany to another.” 

On the issue of state roads, 
Cislo said she feels the key is 
to cut out the “pork barrel” ex¬ 
penditures. “I would propose 
that all state revenues go into 
one (general) fund and be 
spent according to established 
priorities. This would not only 
force the legislators to set up 
priorities, but they would then 
have to defend them with the 
public.” 

As for priorities she would 
press for if elected, Cislo said, 
she favored returning control 
of the siting of hazardous dis¬ 
posal operations to local com¬ 
munities. If not the waste 
facilities should be located on 
state owned land away from 
populated areas. 

She favors the strong use of 
“phonics” to upgrade Michi¬ 
gan students’ reading abilities, 
since reading is “the key to 
lifelong learning.” 

Cislo would sponsor state 
legislation to outlaw the bar¬ 
baric practice of “partial birth 
abortions.” However such a 
ban was vetoed earlier this fall 
by President Clinton on a na¬ 
tional basis. 

As for family values, Cislo 
said they are the beliefs and 
attitudes a family holds as a 
result of religion and life expe¬ 
riences. It should have nothing 
to do with government or poli¬ 
ticians. 

She also expressed opposi¬ 
tion to the “Outcome Based 
Education” system. “This must 
be stopped,” Cislo said, “our 
children’s outcomes should be 
guided by parents not the pub¬ 
lic schools.” 

Attempts to reach, Ruffner 
were unsuccessful. A family 
spokesperson said he had vis¬ 
ited Romulus last week, but 
was tied up this week with the 
Dole-Kemp campaign process.

Rivers said. 

How can the federal govern¬ 
ment be scaled down and, at the 
same time, be more responsive 
to the needs of the people? 

We should start by eliminat¬ 
ing wasteful spending and re¬ 
ducing our federal deficit. We 
need to balance the budget 
and get our spending priorities 
in line to address what is re¬ 
ally important to the American 
people,” she said. 

“We can do this by making 
cuts incrementally over time, 
protecting those areas that we 
consider important as a nation 
- investments in children, se¬ 
niors, education.” she con¬ 
cluded.

I support community programs 
like DARE that educate kids 
about the dangers of drugs,” 
he continued. “And, I support 
the death penalty for drug 
kingpins who deal large 
amounts of drugs that kill kids 
and destroy lives. I think if 
you’re going to do that, you 
need to lose more than your 
mansion or Mercedes. You 
should lose it all!” 

To what extend should the 
U.S. be involved in Iraq, Bosnia, 
the Middle East and other world 
trouble spots? 

“We live and work in a 
global society. We must pro¬ 
mote peace and support de¬ 
mocracy, as well as protect the 
security of Americans all over 
the world. Those goals of 
peace, freedom and democ¬ 
racy can only be achieved by 
preserving America’s role of 
leadership and using Amer¬ 


ica’s strength - economic and 
military. But we must exercise 
leadership wisely with the re¬ 
straint to not engage in evgry 
problem area in the wo);ld 
where there is no clear objec¬ 
tive for our nation,” Fitzsim¬ 
mons said. 

“I will always support qur 
troops in any way I can, but I 
will also protect our troops’ in 
every way I can and think Jong 
and hard before I agree,,to 
send them anywhere.” 

How can the federal govern- 
ment be scaled down and at.the 
same time be more responsive 
to the needs of the people? 

“As the son of a butchef, I 
learned a lot about giving peo¬ 
ple their money’s worth and 
treating customers right. I 
lived by that as a businessman 
and I’ll settle for nothing Ipss 
as a congressman,” Fitzsim¬ 
mons said. /.

forum staged last Wednesday 
at Inkster High School, Ellen 
Lindquist, chief deputy direc¬ 
tor, of the Wayne County De¬ 
partment of Environment, 
explained that the first of its 
kind federal ruling means that 
the proposed expansion of the 
CWCA incinerator facility 
would now have to adhere to 
the more stringent controls 
and guidelines established un¬ 
der the federally-enacted 
Clean Air Act. 

Thomas Barnett, Central 
Wayne Energy Recovery pro¬ 
ject manager, said on Friday 
that the CWER has not de¬ 
cided whether they would ap¬ 
peal the ruling. 

“We have not taken a stand 
on whether we will appeal this 
ruling or not,” said Barnett by 
telephone. Despite the frustra¬ 
tion and delays of the multi¬ 
million dollar project, Barnett 
stressed that “this project is 
going forward.” 

The Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority began op¬ 
eration in the early 1960s to 
dispose of trash generated in 
the member communities of 
Westland, Wayne, Inkster, Gar¬ 
den City and Dearborn 
Heights. Taxpayers in the 
CWCSA communities are lev¬ 
ied a 1-mill tax for the opera¬ 
tion of Authority. 


According to CWCSA offi¬ 
cials, the authority was forced 
to shut down operations in 
1982 because they could not 
meet the more stringent envi¬ 
ronmental requirements en¬ 
acted under the 1987 Clean Air 
Act. 

After the five communities 
approved bonds totaling $12 
million to upgrade the facility, 
the authority reopened its op¬ 
eration. 

In recent years, the author¬ 
ity has had to seek a “white 
knight” to help finance the in¬ 
creasing costs of the operation 
and, after considerable study 
and search, the CWCSA de¬ 
cided to enter into a partner¬ 
ship with Constellation Power, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Baltimore 
Gas & Electric Company, and 
DB Reilly, a subsidiary of Deu¬ 
tsche Babcock. 

The consortium plans to 
turn the present operation into 
a waste-to- energy facility. 

At Wednesday night’s meet¬ 
ing, attended by concerned cit¬ 
izens, environmentalists, 
representatives of the Sierra 
Club, engineers and federal, 
state and county officials, Bar¬ 
nett told a large the project 
was a viable one that would 
lead to the installation of state 
of the art equipment, create 
new jobs and provide reve¬ 
nues to the membership com¬ 


munities. 

He reiterated what he has 
told city councils in the 
CWCSA communities that the 
electricity generated at the 
proposed plant would be sold 
to Detroit Edison. 

In a press release, Constel¬ 
lation Power states that: 

• That the plant will gener¬ 
ate 22,000 KW, enough to sup¬ 
ply electricity to 10,000 homes; 

• Replace the existing flue 
gas cleaning system with state- 
of-the- art equipment capable 
of compliance with the most 
stringent air regulations; 

• Estimated total capital 
cost is about $85 million; and 

• Construction will take ap¬ 
proximately 1 1/2 years and in¬ 
volve more than 200 union 
jobs. 

The partnership will con¬ 
tinue to accept and dispose of 
member community waste 
throughout the construction 
period. 

Barnett also informed the 
audience that the financing for 
the improvement will be han¬ 
dled by the private entity, Cen¬ 
tral Wayne Energy Recovery, 
L.P., and that no jobs would be 
loss, “in fact we plan to hire at 
least 15 more employees.” 

He said that he hoped that 
all the permit requirements 
would be approved by the end 
of the year.

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This week we offer our 
recommendations on a 
variety of proposals you 
will find on your election 
ballot. Watch for next 
week’s Michigan Commu¬ 
nity Newspapers to find 
out who we endorse in in¬ 
dividual races. 

In Inkster, the major ballot proposition is the 5.5 
mills the City is asking to pay for the sewer overflow 
retention basins. If you remember, last time around 
this proposition was defeated by only a few votes thus 
giving city fathers the encouragement to try at the 
polls again. 

Voters are asked to approve the estimated 
$13,965,000 for the federally forced retention basins. 
City officials claim Inkster is stuck with the bill no 
matter what and if the voters do not see fit to approve 
the tax pledge, they will recover the amount by in¬ 
creasing water and sewer rates. 

We think the more equitable alternative is to ap¬ 
prove the proposition. Although $14 million is a lot of 
money, it will be spread over 20 years, thus costing an 
average homeowner approximately $110 per year 
(based on SEV of $20,000) 

State Proposal A is a referendum seeking to change 
the Bingo Act thus denying political parties the abili¬ 
ty to conduct bingo games as fundraisers. It is a Re- 
publican-sponsored proposal to do away with a long¬ 
standing Democratic Party method of fundraising. We 
ask voters to unequivocally vote “no” on this. Any and 
all groups should be allowed to sponsor bingo. We do 
not need government to tell us who can and who can¬ 
not sponsor bingo games. 

We suggest a reluctant “yes” vote on Proposal B. 
This proposal would require candidates for judge- 
ship have at least five years experience practicing 
law. On the surface it is denying one’s constitutional 
right to be able to run for elective office regardless 
of qualifications. On the other hand, it has happened 
time and time again, whereby a judge is elected on 
his or her name and not on qualifications. It is diffi¬ 
cult for the electorate to keep track of every single 
candidate on a ballot, so this prerequisite seems fair. 

We ask you to vote “no” on D and “yes” on G. Pro¬ 
posal D asks voters to limit bear hunting season and 
prohibit the use of bat and dogs to hunt bear. To us 
this does not make sense because the bear population 
currently is at an all time high. If we do not continue 
current methods of hunting then bear harvesting 
would be left to government hunters. In state that 
have passed prohibitions on bat and dog hunting, the 
number of human-bear contacts has increased signifi¬ 
cantly. 

On the other hand, Proposal G gives the National 
Resources Commission the exclusive authority to reg¬ 
ulate the taking of game. In addition the proposal de¬ 
mands the NRC use “principles of sound scientific 
management” and hold a public hearing prior to the 
issuance of any new orders. This makes sense to us. 

Proposal E is the infamous gambling initiative. 
This proposal would allow casinos in a city with a 
population of at least 800,000, is located within 100 
miles of any other state or country in which gaming is 
permitted, and has had casino gambling approved by 
the majority of voters in that city. Sounds like Detroit, 
and only Detroit, eh? Although we are sympathetic to 
reasoning that claims millions of dollars are being 
lost to Windsor and Indian reservations, it just does¬ 
n’t make sense to allow Detroit to have gaming, and 
not Romulus or Inkster. This proposal benefits De¬ 
troit and only Detroit, thus we ask Western Wayne vot¬ 
ers to cast a “no” vote on this proposition. 

Proposal S asks voters to approve new taxes on ho¬ 
tels and rental vehicles to raise $80 million to help 
build new stadiums for the Detroit Lions and Detroit 
Tigers. We would prefer that the owners of the pro¬ 
posed new stadiums, multi-millionaires Ford and II- 
lich, use their own money build the stadiums that will 
guarantee them huge profits once constructed. We ask 
them to follow the example of Bill Davidson, owner of 
the Pistons, who constructed The Palace with his own 
money. New taxes are not needed. We suggest a “no” 
vote on this proposition. 

Finally, we suggest a “yes” vote on the millage re¬ 
newal for Wayne County Community College. WCCC 
has made decent strides recently in improving the 
quality of education provided. The millage allows the 
college to provide education and job training at af¬ 
fordable prices. We would like to see that continued.

“Weekend 
Warriors” who try to compete 
with younger people at active 
sports without first condition¬ 
ing themselves for the stain, 
run a high risk of debilitating 
injury. It’s a must to stay active 
and prepare for athletic par¬ 
ticipation to avoid serious in¬ 
jury.

I am writing in support of 
our long-term school board 
members, and our superinten¬ 
dent of schools, Mr. Richendol- 
lar, who have recently been 
the subjects of derision and 
ridicule. I find the ill thought 
out accusations that fly 
through local papers petty, 
misleading and offensive. Our 
schools and our children - re¬ 
member them? - owe their suc¬ 
cess to these individuals. 
Thank goodness the “chal¬ 
lenged five” have the back¬ 
bone and common sense to 
stand up to a vocal minority 
whose agenda does not in¬ 
clude the best interests of our 
children. 

There are several other 
topics relating to our schools 
and the Board that I take issue 
with as well. Frankly, I find it 
ridiculous that the water must 
be run for any length of time 
before being safe - or even pal¬ 
atable. The water quality is 
questionable at best and 
hardly drinkable. For good¬ 
ness sake, old buildings need 
repair - fix the plumbing! 
Rooms are poorly ventilated, 
with resulting fluctuations and 
lack of climate control that 
render the air quality in our 
elementary schools extremely 
poor and miserable. 

The bond issue that failed 
recently was for the purpose of 
purchasing busses the district 
needed, so that the money al¬ 
ready set aside for that pur¬ 
pose in the budget might 
possibly be used to provide 
technology that our children 


must have access to. Our chil¬ 
dren need to be competent 
with computers to function as 
adults - there should be 
enough available that each 
child spends time each day on 
them. Computers are not a lux¬ 
ury item for our children, 
computer literacy is an abso¬ 
lute necessity. Longing for the 
“good ole days” of the three R’s 
is longing for a fantasy that 
looks inviting and never actu¬ 
ally existed for the majority of 
Americans in the first place. 
This wishful thinking certainly 
doesn’t help our kids in today’s 
world one bit! 

In addition, this community 
obviously does not agree that 
music isn’t basic “education,” 
considering that a whopping 
20% of our kids participate in 
instrumental music (that sta¬ 
tistic includes the kids too 
young to participate!) Not only 
do they play - they play stun¬ 
ningly well! Our senior band 
has been invited - one of four¬ 
teen bands in the country - to 
play at Carnegie Hall. Our 
Marching Band - two hundred 
strong - is outstanding in the 
state. These kids learn team¬ 
work, co-operation, and gain a 
sense of camaraderie and ac¬ 
complishment that comes with 
a lot of hard work. This com¬ 
munity should be celebrating 
these outstanding individuals, 
instead we belittle this awe¬ 
some accomplishment! Will all 
of these kids become profes¬ 
sional musicians? Of course 
not, but how many will use this 
skill as an opportunity to at¬ 
tend college on scholarships? 
And how many of us became 
mathematicians or literary 
critics? That doesn’t mean that 
acquiring those skills didn’t 
enrich our lives! Mrs. Losen’s 


claim that she was misun¬ 
derstood does not explain why 
music was part of her state¬ 
ment at all. The implication 
was clear, and no amount of 
back-pedalling will alter than 
implication. 

The best thing to happen to 
our school district, in my opin¬ 
ion, is Mr. Richendollar. He 
should be thanked by each of 
us for providing a safe, pro¬ 
gressive and effective learning 
environment for our kids. Who 
is complaining about the 
MEAP scores? We were second 
of the nine surrounding dis¬ 
tricts, and 9th and 11th out of 
34 districts! We have him and 
our incredible contingent of 
teachers (who work for the sec¬ 
ond lowest pay in our incredi¬ 
ble contingent of teachers 
(who work for the second low¬ 
est pay in the county!) to thank 
for this accomplishment. Our 
teachers have taken pay in¬ 
creases that were less than the 
county average every year for 
the last seven years! Give them 
a break! Slashing salaries, 
threatening benefits, and 
scrimping on materials cer¬ 
tainly is not the way to im 
prove scores. Our schools 
provide an outstanding educa¬ 
tion to all of our kids, not just 
the super achievers, and our 
district has it’s share of kids 
that come to school with enor¬ 
mous emotional burdens, fam¬ 
ily issues, addiction and abuse 
issues. We are not so removed 
from these and other problems 
as some of our wealthier 
neighboring districts. Our 
teachers have frequently ex¬ 
ceeded expectations in provid¬ 
ing for these kids in ways that 
are far beyond the scope of 
their job requirements. So be¬ 
fore you put their livelihood 


on the chopping block, Mr. 
Bowles, I suggest you take a 
lesson from these of us who be¬ 
lieve in public education, and 
support the incredible staff 
that we have. 

Belleville - we need these 
people, OUR KIDS NEED 
THEM! Mr. Bowles won’t per¬ 
mit his kids to attend school 
with ours, yet he has no 
qualms about taking away 
needed programs, improve¬ 
ments - and yes, money - from 
our children. Is that a personal 
attack? Perhaps, but no more 
personal than jeopardizing 
our children’s future. I’m 
afraid that our newest School 
Board members have woefully 
misread the climate of this 
community. I do not believe 
that investing in our children 
is a waste of money, as a matter 
of fact, I can’t think of a better 
investment than our children. 

Those of you who have kids 
in the music or sports pro¬ 
grams, those who have had 
their child inspired by our 
teachers, or who have had Mr.

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Fall color at peak 


Another summer’s glory 
may be behind us, but the pan¬ 
orama of color that is fall in 
Michigan is just ahead, and for 
many Michiganians, it’s an¬ 
other great reason to hop in 
the car or mini-van to see the 
stats. 

What Is the best time to view 
Michigan’s fall color? 

The color show peaks in 
stages, beginning at the top of 
the state, where cooler tem¬ 
peratures arrive first, and, 
subsequently, moving down¬ 
ward. Peak color is generally 
found in the Upper Peninsula 
between mid-September and 
early October; in the Northern 
Lower Peninsula between late 
September and mid-October; 
in mid-Michigan from early to 
mid-October and in southern 
Lower Michigan from mid-to- 
late October. 

What makes the leaves 
change color? 


Weather conditions in early 
September largely determine 
the success of the fall color 
display. If there are bright 
sunny days and cool nights, a 
good show can be expected. 
Daylight length is also signifi¬ 
cant. Shorter days cause 
leaves to stop producing chlo¬ 
rophyll and lose their green 
color. Also, rain helps growing 
conditions. 


How many specifies of trees 
are there and what colors do 
they turn? 

In Michigan’s 18-million 
acres of forests, there are close 
to 150 different species of 
trees. Michigan’s autumn fo¬ 
liage boasts a mixture of red, 
yellow, gold and orange hues. 
Some of the prettiest trees for 
color viewing are aspen, oak, 
maple, birch and sumac.

Ceremonies commemorat¬ 
ing the first annual Michigan 
Conservation Day were held 
recently at the State Library of 
Michigan. 

Conservation day honored 
those Michigan citizens who 
best exemplify the spirit of 
conservation and environmen¬ 


The late Tom 
Washington, former president 
of the Michigan United Con¬ 
servation Club, received a 
posthumous lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award for his contribu¬ 
tions to state conservation 
issues. Each year, a Michigan 
citizen is honored as Conserva¬ 
tionist of the Year.
